Colorado Youth Is at 
White House; May 
Visit Tipton 


WASHINGTON —(INS)—Bryan 
Unteidt,.13, hero of the blizzarti- 
stalled school bus tragedy at _— 
Colo., March 26-27, arrived ‘at 
White House today to become a 
house guest of President and Mrs. 
Hoover. 

A White House limousine met 
him at union. station and brought 
him to the main entrance of the 
mansion at 9:03 a. m. The uniform- 
ed doorman opened the door and he 
‘walked inside. 

He wore a blue suit, a tan cap 
and highly polished shoes and car- 
ried a small camera. 

Bryan is credited with saving the 
lives of 16 school children by coax~ 
ing them to stage boxing matches 
to keep warm when their chauffeur 
set out amid the snowdrifts to get 
help. The driver was frozen to 
death enroute, however. - 

Bryan made a fire with the chil- 
dren’s schoolbooks and when these 
were consumed he gave most of his 
own clothing to the ‘younger chil- 
dren who were crying because of 
the cold. 

The children were marooned in 
the bus 36 hours, during which time 
five of them were frozen to death, 
including Bryan’s brother Orsle, 9, 

Bryan was in a hospital several 
weeks recuperating from frost bite 
and exposure and his grim face was 
pale — when he entered the 

White House to be an overnight 
gust, or probably longer. 

The modest hero was taken direct 
to the sitting room on the second 
floor where he was greeted by Mrs. 
Hoover. She asked how he enjoy- 
ed his trip here and he replied he

In 
this particular instance General Butler was quoting a com- 
panion who said: “Oh; hell, I might as well go first” which is 
hardly indecent and most certainly not profane nor obscene. 

Any rightthinking person will heartily support the elim- 
ination of profanity, obscenity or indecency in language over 
the air or any other place but the operator in Philadelphia 
drew the line too fine. 

There is far more <arm being done over the radio these 
days by the content of the broadcasts such as extravagant 
phrases used in advertising, propaganda material for this and

Education Board Pays 
$316,000 on. Its 
1920 Pledge 


GRINNELL, Ia.— (Special) —Grin- 
nell college is to have an immediate 
addition of $316,000 in°cash to its 
endowment fund with prospects of 
$184,000 more in the next two years. 

In substance this is the settle- 
ment made by the Gencral Educa- 
tion Board on its pledge made in 
1920 to assist Grinnell in the cam- 
paign begun then to increase the 
college’s endowment. 

Announcement of the board’s ac~ 
tion was made here by Trevor Ar- 
nett, president, and Alexander W. 
Armour of the General Education 
2 becagey' who arrived from New York 
to make settlement with the college 
authorities. Their word of the 
board’s decision came a month after 
the death of President J. H. T. 
Main, who had spent the greater 
portion of his efforts in the last ten 
years on the endowment campaign. 

Briefly the various angles of the 
financial situation involved are: 

The General Education board’s 
immediate payment of $316,000 on

will add from its pledge its pro- 
portion of fifty cents on each dollar 

The $632,000 collected by Grin- 
nell and the $316,000 now given by 
the General Education board make 
a total of $950,000 added to the col- 
lege’s endowment. However, dur- 
ing the ten years in which the 
campaign went on, President Main 
also raised $712,000 with which to 
pay accumulated deficits, as it was 
a condition of the board that the 
college be out of debt. The grand 
total of money raised during the 
peried amounts to $1,660,000. 

President Main started the cam- 
paign for the purpose of increasing 
the general endowment of the col- 
lege so that teachers salaries might 
be raised, and one of the terms of 
the. settlement with the General 
Education board is that none of 
the money raised in this campaign 
be used for buildings or for any 
other purpose except investment in 
permanent endowment from which 
the income is used for support of 
the institution.
